^ The purpose of this br'ochure is to familiarize American indian 
tribal leader^, planners, and community leaders with, the p|p- 
grams available to American Indians through the Departmfct 
of Agriculture' It is intended Xo provide readily accessible m- 
formation on program benefits and application procedures, as 
well as Jo identify fjeld contact points for each program. 

The Secretary of Agriculture has established an Indian Desk 
within the Office of E^ual Opportunity USDA. The Indian Desk . 
is responsible for coordinating and accelera\ting Ihe efforts 6f all 
program managers withii^ the Department to provide program 
benefits to Indian tribes and individuals. The Desk also provides 
a^slngf^ contact point^ ^t the Washington level for all Indians 
seeking information and assistance. Inquiries may be sent to:

AQRICOLTURAL STABILIZATION 
AND CONSERVATI^ SERVlCe (ASCS) 

The Agricultural stabilization and Conservation Service is 
responsible for a wide variety of action programs of the De- 
partment in its relations with the farmer and the agriculture in- 
dustry. Its programs are in the general fioJd of production ad- 
justmentr conservation assistance, price, firm income, and rnar- 
ket stabilization. Agricultural Stabilization andxConservation* 
Service Committees at the State and county levels carry out^ 
ASCS programs requiring direct dealings at the farm levef> ^ 

EXTENSION SERVICE (ES) 

The Cooperative Extension Service is the field educational 
arm of the Department of Agriculture. In nearly all counties in f 
the United States, State Cooperative Extension workers conduct 
educational programs to help families learn about and apply nevy^ 
research findings and technological deveIopments*to lhe Every- 
day problems of' living and making a living. The major areas in- 
cluded in the educational efforts are efficient production and 

/ 
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marketing^ of agricultural products; improved family ll^ng, irv- 
eluding nutrition; 4-H youth development: and rural developmentw 

FARMER COOPERATIVE SERVICE (FCS) 

The Farmer Cpoperatrve Service conducts economic research 
to help farmers market their products and purchase supplied. It 
also advises rural and farmer cooperatives and^ assists theae, 
groups . in Obtaining buslnes^ services. Assistance from PCS 
in the form of research, counselin^^ and technical advice is also 
available to groups of farmers and other rural residents ifiterested 
in forming cooperatives. ' ^. 

FARMERS HOME ADMIN ISTI^ATlON (FmHA) 

The Farmers Home Administration provides vital financial as^ 
sistance to individuals, groups, communities, and corporations, 
.as well to Indian Tribal groups and cor4}orationsi^ The agency's 
loan authorities provide a supplemental source of credit aug- 
menting the efforts of private lenders rather than competing with 
them. Loans are made to those w}>p cannot obtain sufficient^ 
credit at reasonable rates and terms from other sources. Loans 
on owned or leased land held in trust or rest^ictdd status are 
subject to applicable tribal or Department of Interior regulations, 

FEDERALCROP INSURANCE CORPORATION (FCIC) 

o. the Federal Crop Insurance Corporation provides farmers 
with all-risk insurance that repays crop production costs lost be^ 
cause of bad weather, insects, disease, and other unavoidable 
natural causes. Thld keeps the rgral econbmy going An those 
years when drought or other natural disasters cut crop yields and 
leave farmers with a short crop, or no crop, to selK 

FOOD AND NUTRITtdN SERVICE (fNS) 

The Food and Nutrition Servtee administers the Food Stamp, 
Commodity Distribution, and Child Nutrition Programs, The Food- 
Stamp and Commodity Di^tributiori. Programs help provide food 
to poor families. The Child Nutritioh Programs help to feed chil- 
dren in public schools, preschool centers, and summer programs. 
These Food ^d Nutrition Service programs can be adapted to 
meet special needs in times of natural disasters. 

FOREST SERVICE (FS) 

The Forest Service is responsible for promoting conservation - 
and the wide use of our country's forest land. Assistance Is avail- 
able for improving the management ol production ol privately 
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owned torest land. Permits granting special privileges for use of 
National Forest Lands may also be obtained. The Forest Service 
also sponsors the Job Corps and Youth Conservation Corps, both 
^ of which are work and Jlralning programs for young people, and 
the Operation Mainstream Program, a training program for low- 
income people who are at least 55 years of age. 

RURAL DEVELOPMENT SERVICE <RDS) 

An impor^nt resource unit within the Department Is the Rural 
Development ^ervice. RDS,coordinales a nationwide rural devel- 
opment program using tHb services- of Feddral agencies in State 
and local rural development prog/ams. I^mphasis is orv. com- 

Nniinity development. RD!^ seeks to work out arrangements and 
procedures that W((l result it) the better delivery^ of Federal pro- 
gram resources to rural c<^mmunities and areas. In3ic|n trjbes

Loan funds may be used to buy or enlarge farms, in- 
cluding land for recreation of^ Other rionfarm enter- 
prise; such larrtis cannot be oK become larger than 
a family farm. Loans also may be used to construct 
or repair essential but mode^ farm dwelling and 
service buildings, including fa^iliti^s and structures 
for nonfarm enterprises; develop domestic water and 
sewage systems; provide land and water develop- * 
ment; establish approved forestry practices; and re- 
finance debts. ^ ^ 

Term^ may not exceed 40 years. The rVitStimum FmHA 
farm real estate loan^ $100,000: the total real estate 
debt allowed against the security is $225,000 or the 
market value of the farm whichever is less. In real 
estate ^oans to Indians which will be secured by land 
in trust or restricted status, the mortgage must be 
reviewed by the Bureau of Indian Affairs.
